Hamilton Gets

State Treasurer George Hamil- 
ton, recovering from a mild heart 
attack, received good news this 
week from his doctor and from a 
national fiscal officers’ associa- 
tion.

Thomas contends that he put 
up $150 for what he thought was 
a legitimate bond and that Deputy 
Smith—described by the sheriff's 
office as ‘‘the No. 3 man in charge 
of the Tower’’—permitted the bond 
to be signed by Negro inmate D. 
P. Price. 


FOR CHECK FRAUD 


Price is a convicted felon serv- 
ing a 2-to-5-year term for fraudu- 
lent checks. Sheriff Grimes 
pointed out Friday that felons 
have no legal right to’ sign bail 
bonds. 


Deputy Smith said he wasn’t 
aware of that and that he re- 
arrested Thomas as soon as the 
sheriff informed him ‘‘the bond 
was no good.” 


Sheriff Grimes said part of 
Smithwick’s investigation will be 
directed toward unraveling con- 
flicting accounts as to ‘“‘what hap- 
pened to the money” which 
Thomas said he put up as bond.

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U.N. Averts War 
Over Congo Chaos 


The tense situation in the Congo 
stays. But there are encouraging signs 
that determined U.N. action, backed by 
a firm declaration by the United States 
that no Soviet intervention will be tol- 
erated, may succeed in restoring order. 
The U.S. stand has been backed by the 
French government as well as by NATO. 

Best guess is that the Soviets will not 
intervene and that U.N. forces will be able 
to restore order. What follows then? 

In view of the complete breakdown of 
civil administration in the Congo with 
withdrawal of the Belgians, reorganiza- 
tion of the government will require some 
time. Economic disorganization also is 
complete and the Belgians are withdraw- 
ing their currency and support. 

To fill this economi¢e vacuum and to 
aid in government reorganization, the 
West must move rapidly through the 
United Nations. Unless it does, the Com- 
munists will move in with advisers, tech- 
nicians and credits. Even the most naive 
knows what this would mean. The Congo, 
unequipped and uneducated in self-gov- 
ernment, soon would be classed as an- 
other Communist satellite. 

Meanwhile, the United Nations has 
been strengthened enormously by its 
quick action in the crisis. Without it there 
almost certainly would have been war. 
It has demonstrated ability to act collec- 
tively and effectively to preserve the 
peace. And again it has been shown that 
a permanent U.N. police force badly is 
needed. 

But the final test of U.N. effective- 
ness will follow restoration of order. Pre- 
mier Lumumba, who has threatened to 
turn to the Soviet Union for economic and 
technical help, is flying to the U.N. head- 
quarters in New York to request this 
from the United Nations. How this re- 
quest is met will set a precedent which 
could become a pattern for the future in 
aiding newly emerging nations to stabil- 
ity and freedom.

Psychiatry Scholarships 
Will Pay Dividends, Too 


State approval of 32 new applicants 
for medical scholarships serves as a re- 
minder of the effectiveness of the pro- 
gram and the great need for activating 
a similar one to train psychiatrists. 

Although only seven years old, the for- 
mer program has produced 44 doctors for 
Georgia communities that otherwise may 
have had to do without the services of a 
home town physician. Next year 25 more 
doctors will be available to other com- 
munities. All told, 127 will be attending 
medical colleges the coming school year 
with state assistance. 

This is no giveaway program nor is 
the proposal on psychiatric training 
which requires approval in the Novem- 
ber general election in order to become 
a@ reality. 

Its passage will accomplish much to- 
ward alleviating the shortage of trained 
psychiatric personnel at the Milledgeville 
State Hospital and in other phases of the 
mental health program. 

Georgia is reaping great dividends 
from its 7-year-old medical scholarship 
plan and the same will hold true, per- 
haps even more so, in regard to scholar- 
ships to help overcome the dearth of 
‘psychiatric personnel in Georgia.

Southern GOPs Offer 
Positive Rights Appeal 


Southern Republicans, in a statement 
presented to the GOP platform commit- 
tee by Georgia’s Robert R. Snodgrass, 
have taken a realistic view of the civil 
rights issue. And in contrast to their 
Democratic colleagues in the South, the 
approach is positive. 

The weakness of Southern Democratic 
leaders as viewed by the nation is their 
seeming opposition to all civil rights. 
Whatever the issue involving basic guar- 
antees of human rights, Southerners op- 
pose it as a matter of course without of- 
fering an alternative. They would like to 
ignore the question altogether but it just 
as obviously cannot be ignored. 

So Southern Republicans are offer- 
ing a program of their own, endorsing the 
“proposition of full civil rights for all 
citizens of this country.” At the same time 
they deplore—as do the Democrats—‘“ex- 
travagant promises” in the Democratic 
platform “which cannot be kept and 
which are made out of political expedi- 
ency.”. 

The best way to eliminate second- 
class citizenship and to insure full rights 
for all, say Southern Republicans, is guar- 
antee of the ballot and removal of all 
discriminatory barriers to registration 
and to voting. There is yet to be an in- 
telligent argument against the right of 
qualified citizens to vote. 

But the important thing is that South- 
ern Republicans are offering a program 
instead of mere negativism and preser- 
vation of the status quo and for that they 
are the strongest.

Why. should the state pay for work 
that does not meet the specifications of 
a contract? 

Two points are bothersome: 

First, the Highway Department indi- 
cates that by withholding the little money 
not already paid, it can offset the cost of 
the paving error. Second, the road is 
being taken off the list of state-federal 
projects. The Highway Department says 
this won’t matter. It says the U.S. funds 
will be used on another project. 

But aren’t we really losing something 
after all? Since roads built solely with 
state funds are relatively rare and since 
the Hawkinsville project was not origin- 
ally thought worth this type financing, 
aren’t we going to have to forfeit 100- 
per-cent state roads where they had been 
thought needed? Why, finally and most 
simply, must the state honor a broken 
contract? 

Thrasher is right. This is no way for 
the state to do business.

CHICAGO—If Nelson Rockefeller ever needs ee 
to borrow a little extra cash, he had better stay Pee £ 
away from the Republican National Committee. : — 
For the grand goblins of the GOP have taken a hearty dislike to the 


governor of New York and would in their present mood gladly trade 
him to the Democratic Party for Lyndon Johnson or Harry Byrd. 


Rockefeller has saved this con- 
vention from being the greatest 
political bore since the Republican 
convention of 1956, but no mat- 
ter. In the process he has infuri- 
ated droves of influential Repub- 
cans from coast to coast. 

President Eisenhower is mad 
at him for criticizing the admin- 
istration’s foreign and defense 
policy, Vice President Nixon is 
angry with the Rockefeller back- 
ers for suggesting that Nixon 
can’t win. 

Barry Goldwater is sore at him 
for coming out for policies that 
would not be approved by Sen. 
Taft and even some of the Rocke- 
feller supporters themselves are 
condemning him for not being 
more effective in the battle. 

Governor Rockefeller has his 
ardent supporters, of course, who 
congratulate him for making 
the party think, even if it hurts. He 
also has his enemies who resent 
him as a rich, Eastern newcom- 
er, with fancy and costly New 
Dealish ideas. But the most in- 
teresting of his growing cata- 
logue of opponents are the un- 
requited lovers who think he has 
let them down. 

Their complaint is that he has 
been an episodic, half - in and 


half-out candidate and that once 
he was run over by Len Hall 
and Nixon he did not take his 
licking and agree to go along as 
second man on the ticket. 


In this view, he has put himself 
in an indefensible position. He 
has argued that this was the 
most important election in many 
years. He has laid great stress on 
the perils of the world situation. 
He has proclaimed the inferiority 
of the Democratic leadership. He 
has forced changes in the Repub- 
lican platform to meet his views 
and then stated despite all this 
that if he could not be the presi- 
dential nominee he would not ac- 
cept the vice presidential nomi- 
nation. 

His answer is that he could 
serve the people of the nation bet- 
ter as governor of New York than 
as vice president, but this de- 
pends on the tasks assigned to 
him as vice president.

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Rockefeller Snub 
Would Hurt Nixon 


CHICAGO—This Republican convention can’t 
afford to do anything to make it harder than it 
already is to elect Vice President Nixon in No- 


vember. Nixon would count it a dividend if the convention helped 
him. But what he wants to avoid is having it casually or absent- 
mindedly add any handicaps along his course. 


I am referring to these two 
pitfalls which need to be avoided: 


If the convention badly disdains 
the ‘‘draft Rockefeller” advocates 
—who are more numerous in the 
nation than they are here in Chi- 
cago—and shoulders them out of 
a fair hearing, this will hurt 
Nixon. It will hurt him, not in 
his campaign to be nominated, 
but in his campaign to be elected. 

If Gov. Rockefeller’s views on 
national policy—on defense, on 
economic growth and how the 
federal government can promote 
it, on medical care for the aged 
and on civil rights—do not find 
response in the Republican plat- 
form, this is going to hurt Nixon. 
It won't stand in the way of his 
nomination; it could well stand 
in the way of his election. 

I am not arguing that Rocke- 
feller should write the Nixon plat- 
form. I'm simply saying that the 


eral forces in the party if Nixon 
is going to be able to make the

I am not arguing that the Re- 
publicans should try to put a 
hammerlock on Rockefeller to 
persuade him to accept the vice 
presidential nomination, or that 
Rockefeller’s campaigning for 
Nixon would make in itself the 
difference between victory and 
defeat. Only Nixon can win. for 
himself. Nobody else can do it for 
him. But I do suggest that unless 
there is a meeting of the minds be- 
tween Nixon and Rockefeller on 
the spirit and substance of the 
platform so that Rockefeller can 
campaign conscientiously for 
Nixon, this will hurt the Repub- 
lican cause immeasurably as the 
campaign gets under way. 

Gov. Rockefeller, who makes 
a strong appeal to independents 
and many registered Democrats, 
is going to campaign for the Re- 
publican nominee this fall. In any 
choice between Kennedy and 
Nixon, Rockefeller’s support will 
go to Nixon. But bear in mind 
that it is not to Rockefeller, but 
to Nixon that many independent 
and Democratic voters will have 
to be persuaded to turn. If these 
independent and Democratic 
voters, so vitally needed by the

The Habit Appears To Be Losing Ground With the Young Set 


Cornsilk Smokes Are Passe 


The first cigaret of today’s 
parents—secretly manufactured 


with great care of cornsilk and 
puffed on in privacy behind the 
barn—is gone. 


The younger generation re- 
ports that their first smoke is 
the real thing—most of the time 
complete with a modern filter 
tip. 

In a nation-wide poll of teen- 
agers’ smoking 
habits, the Gilbert Youth Re- 
search Co. found that smoking 
appears to be losing ground with 
teen-agers. And those who do 
use tobacco in their teen years 
don’t smoke very much. 


The research company found 
that three out of four of the 
voung people they queried said 
they do not smoke themselves 


and about half said they don’t ” 


approve of their friends smoking 
either. 


The company asked the same 
question over three years ago 
and found that only one in four 
of those 16 or older claimed to 
be a non-smoker and half of 
those 13-15 said they didn’t 
smoke. 


Corrie Gaston of Americus, 
wrote, “In my opinion, I think 
that teen-agers should not smoke 
and should wait until they are 
older. But if the teen-agers do 
snyoke they should have their 
parents knowledge and consent.” 


Caroline Wells of Hapeville, 
saul, “Smoking is an issue that 
should be settled individually 
and not in a mass ruling. It is, 
in my opinion, wrong to give a 
prototyped answer such as: 
‘teen-agers should not smoke.’ 


NO DESIRE 


“I do not smoke,” continued 
Caroline,”” because I’ve never 
ha@ the slightest desire. to do 
so. . . . Smoking detracts from 
a girl’s daintiness and feminity. 
It spoils the fragile illusion of 
loveliness easily, both in ap- 
pearance and fragrance.”

year-old college student, writes 
“I personally approve of teen- 
age smoking, including girls, 
and I find that almost all my 
friends, mostly college or pre- 
college age, smoke.’’ He thinks 
this is ‘‘an individual decision.”’ 

He believes that a person who 
graduates from high school and 
has not begun to smoke will 
pick up the habit, along with 
others, at college. ‘College 
brings forth a whole new arena 
of problems and many tradi- 
tional ideals and morals are 
either revised or forgotten be- 
cause of new encounters and 
influences.”

Evelyn Fisher of Decatur 
says she doesn’t smoke and her 
parents don’t approve of the 
habit.

Several teen-agers said they 
thought that as a _ teen-ager 
grows older his desire to begin 
to smoke lessens. 


One teen-ager said that if 
adults would regard the impulse 
of young people to smoke with 
more tolerance ‘“‘they would 
find themselves considerably 
less troubled by it.”
